. SUBJECT BOUNDAR IES O F THE POLIC Y 

A collection development policy ■; is carht-irigen t upon its subject boun- 
daries. These boundaries include such factors as the curricular needs 
of the University; selection cr iteria ; f or specific, areas; recreational 
reading needs for students; etc . The boundaries , however, must be 
characterized, by the resiliency that allows; the policy freedom _ to 'ex- 
pand* ahd^ at thes same time, : to adjust to current demands . A adynamic 
collection policy assumes librarians will be cons tantly t aware of -lead 5 
time for future programs and courses in which the Library will be in- * 
volved in the acquisition .of materials for 'the'se programs. .With these 
facers 4 in mind, the subject boundaries must reflect the principle that 
a c^&lle3tion is built on its present strengths and should never sacri- 
fice those strengths. 

California Polytechnic State University;is particularly noted for its _ 
occupat ionally centered curricula in such £ields as agricultur^ archi 
tecture, business^ engineering, arid science and mathematics whictware 
integrated 'with closely-related career oriented or supporting fields 
of communicative arts, education, -humanities and social sciences .

F Since the University Library's .funds, do not 'permit the purchase of 
all materials for teaching, extension and research, duplicate copies of

G The University Library does not purchase library materials for in- 
definite retention by individuals, academic departments or adminis-tra- _

GENERAL REFERENCE COLLECTION 



This collection is limited to only those works essentially referencfe 
oriented. The department per iodicaliy updates and 0 weeds the collection 
to assure its relevance. Included in the collection are: bibliographies 
indexes, encyclopedias, dictionaries, handbooks, manuals, directories, 
guides, yearbooks, gazetteers, as well as the categories listed below: 



CURRENT ^RIODICALS 

The current periodicals collection contains a wide selection of titles 
designed to meet the curricular needs of t-he instructional departments, 
as well as a number of popular, general titles . New requests for per- 
iodical subscriptions are reviewed by__the Periodicals and Serials Se- 

^? vi § w Committee in oirder to select those titles considered most 
appropriate for the collection. * ; 



Many of the periodical baokfiles are tnaihtained on microfilm (when 
available) rather than ^in bound volume format in order to conserve 
stack space fthcL binding^ funds . The original physical volumes are re- 
tained for those, titles that have a heavy emphasis on color, iiiustr'a- 
tibris^ "photographs', and other non-textual" mat|er. A microfilm copy is 
sometimes- maintained in addition to the physical volumes if a'title is 
heavily used or subject' to theft and/or^mutilation. 



NEWSPAPER ' ' - • 

The newspaper collection contains a select numbet of t ities from the ' 
local and Central ^Coas t_ area, major . Calif oirnia cities, some major Ameri- 
can 'cities on a regional representative basis, a few of the major for- 
eign papers, and some subject-oriented titles that are related to the . 
curriculum. In addition to these "geographical and subject content 
criteria, newspapers are selected for.- their journalistic quality, * 
accuracy, and^j reliability . Newspapers are retained for a period .of- 
one to six, months . Because of relatively poor paper quality and bulky 
format, backfiles -are maintained on microform when, available, arid for 
those titles for which ah index is published. Indexes to newspapers in. 
the collec t^ion are obtained^ when available . 



MICROFORMS v 

Tl^ microform collection contains; large sets. of materials in both mi- 
crofilm: and microfiche formats, which would be too bulky .and/or expen- 
sive to acquire and/or maintain in their original formats. ' Many of : 
these mate-rials are; only available in a microform format. .

Each individual collection has its 
own collection development guidelines which serve to define its coilec- 
ting boundaries and parameters. \ Although books, constitute the ma j : or . . 
proportion of most collections , .they^may also contain materials such 'as- 
manuscrip ts , periodicals, . newspapers,- photographic prints, negatives 
and slides, motion pictures, audio and video tapes , maps , architectural 
drawings, pamphlets, broadsides and works .of art.
